Viceroy at Nanking, oue of the highest 
officials in the Empire. ‘These men are 
the fine flower of Chinese civilisation ; 
tempered, in the case of Mr. Yi, withsome 
acquaintance with British law and a colo- 
nial police court. ‘This is the ancient 
civilisation which some foreigners pro- 
fess to think that the missionaries 
should be restrained from undermin- 
ing. Happily there are many more 
Chinese who wish to see these ele- 
ments in their civilisation swept 
away, than there are foreigners who 
depreeate interference with them. The 
worst of it is that shocked as we are at 
this barbarity, we can do nothing to 
stop it; and there is too much reason 
to fear that, the nature of Chinese 
officials being what it is, foreign re- 
monstrances do more harm than good. 
Chen Chi-huai is being tortured like 
several others, to make him confess 
that he is a prominent member of the 
Kolao Hui, and to get him to name 
his supposed accomplices. ‘There is a 
very interesting drama now being 
played before our eyes, the chief scenes 
being laid at Nanking, with subsidiary 
scenes at Wuchang and Shanghai. Dr. 
Griffith John has assured us, and his 
assurances are most generally received 
by the foreign public in China, that the 
riots of last year were caused by the 
Hunan publications, Mr. Drummond 
told us that they were caused by 
secret societies, of which the Kolao Hut 
is one of the most prominent, ‘The 
Viceroys at Wuchang aud Nanking, the 
chief rulers of the Yangtze Valley, who 
certainly ought to know, are convinced 
that Mr. Drummond is right. The 
Wuchang Viceroy found some months 
ago in a haunt of the Kolao Hui in his 
capital, as was reported in our columns 
at the time, certain documents naming 
a certain Li Hung as the leader of 
those who were trying to invulve the 
Chinese government in trouble with 
foreigners, in order that they might 
then raise a rebellion. Li Hung has 
accordingly been for some months the 








name most often before the dwellers in 
central China, ‘The character Hung, 
it may be mentioned, is that by 
which the ‘'riad Society, which was 
at the bottom of the Taiping Rebellion, 
was formerly known. It was asserted 
that Li Hung was the son, or adopted 
son, of the late General Li Sze-chung, 
or Li Chang-shou, a converted rebel 
who was finally decapitated. ‘Then it 
was denied that there was any such 
person as Li Hung: it was re-asserted 
that there were two Li Hungs; and 
opinion fluctuated to and fro with the 
Chinese, foreigners having no data to 
go on, until at last a certain Li Hien- 
mow, a son of General Li Sze-chung, 
fell into the hands of the Viceroy 
at Nanking, where he still is. The 
Viceroy can .get no evidence against 
him, and Li Hien-mow's fellow-pro- 
vincials, HE, Li Hung-chang—who is 
supposed to be the virtual ruler of 
China—aud HLE. Liu Ming-chuan, the 
ex-Governor of Formosa, have offered 
to become security for him; but the 
Nanking Viceroy sticks to him, and is 
no doubt acting in concert with the 
Wuchang Viceroy. If Li Hien-mow is 
really a Kolao leader, as these Viceroys 
seem convinced that he is, he is being 
served with great faithfulness by his 
followers ; for the detective who first de- 
nounced him boldly denied all knowledge 
of him when confronted with him ; and 
another military man has now come 
forward to declare that he knows where 
the real Li Hnng is, and will prodace 
him, while the men who are brought up 
here as followers of Li Hung bear the 
most cruel tortures rather than confoss, 
if indeed they have anything to confess. 
For this is the interesting point ; that 
no evidence has been made public, if 
the Viceroys themselves really have it, 
that there is any Li Hung the leader 
of a rebellion or any rebellion for him 
to lead. Names are mentioned, but 
with bated breath, of high officials who 
are the real leaders, and whom the 
Viceroys dare not touch ; and it is far- 
ther affirmed by Chinese that none of 
the real leaders have been caught, and 
that those who have been executed as 
leaders were ovly non-commissioned 
officers in the sociéty’s ravks. 

If the Nanking Viceroy carries out 
his apparent intention of holding Li 
Hien-mow until he can get evidence 
enough to condemn him, aud then 
decapitates him, against the efforts of 
Li Hiung-chang, the drama will become 
stil more interesting. The Nanking

This 
not suiting the convenience of Messrs, 
Farnham & Co., they called in the Police, 
and on Inspector Kluth and an interpreter 
appearing on the scene, the old women 
hustled them and tore their clothes. On 
the Mixed Court Mag ing appealed 
to, he sent his runners to parley with the 
old women, who stated that they did not 
want to have anything to do with the 
Mixed Court Magistrate—he was as bad as 
the foreigners—but they wanted to see the 
District Magistrate. The runners, how- 
ever, soothed them and told them that 
the Magistrate eympathised with them, 
that the foreigners did not mind the coffins 
remaining on the premises, but that the 
watchers would get ill if they stayed out in 
the cold, and finally induced them to go 
to the Mixed Court where they afterwards 
saw Mr. Tsai.

According to the doctor's certificate ‘the 
man died through failure of the heart's 
action, The accident happened while he 
was diving. 
By the Hsinshéng, which arrived at 
Jini on Friday afternoon last, came 
the news that as she was leaving Chefoo 
on Wednesday afternoon, tne Alwine 
Seyd steaued into the harbour with her 
flag at half-mast, and flying a signal 
for medical assistance. ‘The inference is 
that a serious and possibly fatal accident 
has occurred on board the wreck of the 
Marie. The only two foreigners at. work 
on the wreck were Messrs, Dick and 
Reeves. A letter, dated the 22nd ult., 
has been received from Mr. Reoves, who 
makes uo mention of avy mishap, so that 
the accident or whatever it was must 
have occurred between that date and the 
24th, As 

‘Late on Tuesday night a Malay querter- 
master presented himself at the General 
‘Hospital for treatment of a serious wound 
on hishead. He said he had been on watch 
fon board the Fuentwo when he suddenly 
felt « blow from behind. He was partially 
stunned, and on looking round for his 
assailant could not tind bia, but found 
himself bleeding freely from a wound on 
his head. He was attended to and then 
went back to his ship.

‘The annual station reports of the Centra! 
Chiua Mission of the Presbyterian Church» 
U.S.A., have been issued in the form of a 
pamphlet of 44 pages. What is most 
likely to strike the lay reader, after » 
perusal of this pamphlet, is the absence of 
visible result of the year’s working of the 
Mission nuchinery. At Soochow there 
was x loss of 2 in the native membership ; 
at Shanghai (Suuth Gate) « net gain of 6, 
at Hangehow 8, At Ningpo 61 members 
were received, hut nv mention is made of 
the number of those who seceded. Even 
assuming that there ware none such, the 
total number of converts made by this 
Mission in the course uf the year does 
not exceed 73. ‘Thin of course is not 
the fault of the workers; but it. gives 
some idea of the slowness with which the 
Chinese mind receives the truths of Chri 
tianity, In fact, one is almost tempted 
to despair of making any impression 
on such people as the hero of the 
following story, given in the report :— 
“A pationt observing that nearly all the 
other patients received tinctures while he 
‘was given pills, concluded that he was not 
fairly treated, and seizing a good oppor- 
tunity, he swallowed part of the contents 
of a bottle of poisonnus medicine. He 
was discovered ina dying condition, but 
still able to tell the physician what he’ had 
done, An antidote was administered, aud 
his life was saved, Had be died, there is 
little or no doubt. that his relatives would 
have made false charges against the physi- 
, and might have caused us much 
trouble and injury.” Every one who has 
lived in China knows how many natives 
there are of equal intelligence.

Carson (2), engineer of the shipyard, 
inspected the boilers yesterday (14th,) and 
the Captain and other officiels inspected 





them to-day (15th), and discovered that 
there had been an explosion in one of the 
boilers. ‘The Captain and the French en- 
gineer decided to-day to report the matter, 
the former to the Minister of the Navy, 
and the Jatter to the shipyard, We are 
in great anxiety at preseut. The Naval 
Department will have the matter referred 
tothe yard, which will send some 3,000 
new steel tubes and the engineers and men 
tomake all repairs. ‘The boilers will be 
all rebuilt, and then a trial trip made and 
if the result is good, then the slip will leave 
for Japan. ‘These ‘works will take some 
six months.—Che Unebi is supposed by 
some of the naval officials to have been lost 
through a similar mishap.—Hiogo Netes.

‘Tue annual meeting of ratepayers takes

10,000 to be withdrawn from the 
sinking fund to repay part of the 1883 
joan, ~The expenditure recommended 
is ‘Ils. 492,594, including ‘ls. 70,000 
for the new Station, and ‘'ls. 10,000 to 
sinking fund, leaving a balance unap- 
propriated of Tls. 920. The revenue 
derived trom the Land tax and Foreign 
house tax is taken at almost the sume 
as in 1891, but the constant increase 
in the Chinese population of the settle- 
ments is expected to make the revenue 
from the Native house tax about 
Tis. 1,100 larger. Dues on merchandise 
are expected to give nearly ‘I's. 6,000 
less this year than last, which is treated 
as an exceptional year ; aud licence fees 
are also reduced some 'l'ls. 2,000, though 
these sources of revenue ought not 
to decline if the population continues to 
increase. ‘The other differences in the 
ordinary receipts are unimportant. In 
the remarks as to the expenditure recom- 
mended, it is stated that, excluding 
Tis. 3,000 to the Deferred pay fund, 
Tis. 100,714 is to be expended on the 
Police, against ‘I's, 95,682, an increase 
of ‘Ils. 5,100, “which is rendered 
necessary by the additional pay granted 
to the European members of the force 
at the beginning of 1891. Provision 
has also been made for 17 additional 
native constables.” On turning, however, 
to the comparative statement on pages 
30/1 of the budget, we find that the 
total cost of the police in 1891, includ- 
ing deferred pay, was ‘Ils. 92,330, so 
that the estimated increase this year 
is really 'Tls. 11,384. No one will 
question the advisability of spending 
Ms. 4,000 more on the Nuisance 
department. ‘I'he expenditure proposed 
on public works is about the same as 
last year, and it is unfortunately inevit- 
able that the new cemetery should be 
enlarged. Perhaps we may have before 
long a council that will recommend the 
construction of a crematory ; cremation 
would surely be a more satisfactory way

Norure could have been more satis- 
factory to the Council, and evidently 
also to the ratepayers, than the speed 
and unanimity with which yesterday 
morning's meeting passed off. ‘There 
was no discussion on the budget or on 
the report, aud the only two amendments 
made, the one raising the grant to the 
‘Thomas Hanbury School from ‘I's.

this time there was no. amendment 
before the meeting on the subject. These 
two speeches, however, were so well 
received, that the mover ‘ined 
courage and proposed the amendment, 
which the Chairman of the Council 
duly opposed.

THE GROWTH OF MUNICIPAL 
EXPENDITURE. 

rd March. 

In taking another look at the municipal | 
fiuauces, we begin with a few figures | 
taken from the Municipal Report and | 
Budget for 1881/82 and that for 1891/92, | 
which show the growth of Shanghai in | 
10 years. We commend them to the 
attention of the incoming council, who 
may perhaps find it worth while to 
ask themselves, whether the municipal | 
expenditure has not increased more : 
than the progress of the settlement 
warrants. We begin with the number 


of houses, which is an accurate return, 
while the estimates of population are 
not reliable -—

‘That is to say, the number of foreign 
houses oceupied in Shaughai has grown 
in ten years from 642 to 856, or 
exactly 33.38 per cent., while the num-

tion of what the increase in expend- 
iture should be in the ten years.

In work of permanent value to the 
community there was actually a larger 
expenditure proposed in 1882 than in 
1892 ; notwithstanding which thé total 
of these principal heads has risen from 
‘Tis. 217,000 to Tis. 333,000, or a rise 
of more than half, while the increase in 
the number of occupied houses is less 
than one-third. — It is obvious that the 
expenditure under these heads ought 
not to be more than ‘I's. 290,000, 
instead of Tis. 333,000; and we com- 
mend these figures to the earnest atten- 
tion of the ratepayers, and of the incom- 
ing Council in particular, If 1892 
should be, as seems not improbable, a 
year of somewhat lessened prosperity, 
the ratepayers’ unnual meeting in 1893 
will not go off so rapidly and harmoni- 
ously as did that of Monday last, unless 
in the interval the new Council hold the 
purse-strings a good deal tighter than 
receut Councils have done.

“The Czar is greatly injuring his own 
country by driving out those of God's 
ancient people who have found rest in 
his land, No country can trample upon 
Israel with impunity. Jehovah is pati- 
ent, but as there came a day for Pharaoh 
so will there be a set time for every 
oppressor. In that coming day when 
Jew and Gentile will be one in our Lord, 
may none of us have to confess that we 
were cruel to each other !

‘The persecution of the Stundists, who 
are Protestauts,the “Quakers of Russia,” 
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as they have been called, is nearly as 
severe as that of the Jews.” They are 

fectly inoffensive, hardworking people, 

iving up to a high standard of morality, 

“the ouly body of men whose word is a 
bond; whose russet ‘Yeas’ and kersey 
‘Nays’ outweigh a score of orthodox 
oaths ; whose hearts vibrate to the 
most delicate ‘brills of pity for their 
fellows, and sympathy with all creation,” 
says M, Lanin in the Contemporary 
Review. Whey are the most prosperous 
of the peasantry. ‘Their creed, if we 
may so call it, is thus described by 
M. Lanin -— 

“Stundism, in virtue of the conditions 
that brought it forth, isa broad, expand- 
ing rule of life rather than a narrow, 

nding creed.” Industry and thrift 
were clothed with the added attraction 
of holiness. ‘The great majority of 
Stundists attached but little importance 
to religious forms. Brotherly love, the 
service of God, which “ means our living 
for others aud dying to ourselves,” were 
not only preached by them as doctrines, 
but became their practical rules of con- 
duct. ‘Their high moral character has 
been: enlogie both in official reports and 
bythe orthodox clerical journals. “Crime 
among them is almost unheard of.” 

What makes this persecution so horri- 
ble, carried on as it is by what is sup- 
posed to be a civilised government, is 
the insensate and gratuitous brutality 
with which it is accompanied. Here, 
for instance, we find a case of a Jewish 
tradesman of good standing in Riga, 
who had vecasion to go to St. Peters- 
burg on business. “As he belonged to 
the Second Guild, whose members have 
no right to settle in the capital, he was 
arrested on his arrival and was cou- 
ducted by éape to Riga. In vain he 
begged to be allowed to return home by 
rail at his own cost; his appeal was 
ignored, For more than a mouth Lazar 
Taubin made his journey on foot, chain- 
ed with criminals and culprits, and 
staying at all the prisons on the route. 
On arriving at his destination, it was 
found that, in consequence of the treat- 
ment he had received, Taubin had 
entirely lost his reason. Instead of 
returning to his home he was conveyed 
to a lunatic asylum, of which he is still 
an inmate, and his recovery is regarded 
as hopeless.” ‘The case is mentioned of 
an eminent Russo-Jewish lawyer, now 
in London, who has been expelled from 
Odessa, simply because he refused to be 
converted to the Orthodox Church. He 
had sneceeded_in gaining the appre- 
ciation of both Jews and Christians, 
has been repeatedly elected to the high- 
est and most important posts in Odessa. 
He enjoyed an extensive practice, and 
in recoguition of his services a certificate 
was presented to him with the signa- 
tures of all the judges—a document of 
which no Christian lawyer can boast. 
“And yet he—together with his other 
co-religionists—has been robbed of his 
position and expelled from the Corpora- 
tion of Sworn Lawyers.” A still more 
cruel instance of the persecution of 
Stundists is mentioned :—

was about to be interred according to 
the rites of her sect, which, whatever 
else may be said about them, are highly 
impressive. ‘To the local priest. this 
meant the loss of a fee, his tight to 
which he could not consent to waive 
without an emphatic protest.

‘The Stundists 
protested, perhaps not unnaturally, 
against this act of barbarity, and as all 
protests are now held to be insulting, 
if addressed to Orthodox popes engaged 
in the performance of their duty, seven- 
teen of the offendeis were sent for trial.

servitude in the mines of Siberia,” 
while the rest of them were con- 
demned to other punishments of varying 
severity. There cau be no pretence 
that either Stundists or Jews: are law- 
breakers above the rest of the popula- 
tion. ‘The Stundists are a people of 
exceptionally high morality, while the 
St. Petersburg Viedomosti gives statis- 
tics taken from the official returns to 
show that everywhere in the Empire 
the proportion of Jewish criminals is 
notably less, the difference in some 
provinces being nearly 40 per cent., 
than that of Christians. 

Perhaps it is objected that the object 
of the Russian government is not to 
exterminate the Jews, but to get them 
to confine themselves to the Pale of Set- 
tlement, an area quite large enough, 
geographically, for a population of five 
millions. But in the Pale itself, the 
Jews are only allowed to live in the 
towns, which are comparatively few, 
and were already overcrowded before 
the May-laws were promulgated. And 
the Jews must not live in the suburbs 
even of the towns, but actually in the 
towns themselves; and as they must 
uot settle within 50 versts (34 miles) 
of the western frontier, they are cut off, 
from communication or trade with the 
outside world, aud their trade with 
Russia proper is hampered with all 
sorts of restrictions. As the editor of 
Darkest Russia says -— 

“‘The process now being undergone by 
the Jews of the Pale is simply asphyxia. 

“This process is ingenious and effec~ 
tual. ‘The result will doubtless be 
extermination at no distant date. This 


dis the consummation most desired by 


the Russian rulers. Recent travellers 
have described the congestion in the 
towns of the Pale as simply appalling, 
and they declare that death must be 
the fate of thousands of the Jewish 
inhabitants during the present winter, 
even from the bare absence of house- 
room and shelter. Pestilence and starva- 
tion have already commenced their dread 
reign, and soon the fifteen provinces of 
the Pale will have two emperors—the 
Czar of Russia and the King of Terrors.”

rather than conventional sentiments and 
traditional observances, ought to be para- 
mount in the conduct of our funerals. ‘To omit 
that partof the ceremony which takes place at 
the grave is manifestly impossibe.

under water and those in attendance a 
receiving no signals on the life-line 
suspecting thac something was amiss, he 
was pulled up to the eurface with all haste 
and the helmet of his diving-dress removed, 
when it was discovered that the unfortunate 
man was quite dead, Death was no doubt 
duo to cold and suffvcation. In one way 
and another the wreck of the Marie is 
reaponnible for the los of twenty-five lives 
Yet in spite of the Inrge loss of life and the 
other numerous misfortunes that have so 
far attended the Inbours of the contractors’ 
staff, work at the wreck is still pushed 
forward, and those coucerned are sa 
enough to hope that with the continuance 
of the present fine weather, another weok 
or ten days will seo the Marie once more 
aflvat.

It is probably known to all residents in 
China that the Viceroy Li Hung-chang 
hias just passed the soventieth aniversary 
of his birthday, For weeks previous tu 
the event the yamén dours were besieged 
by bearers of presents from far and near: 
most notable among then, thoss that came 
from the palace in Peking. Expressions of 
congratulation were also received from 
foreign representatives, as well as from 
Chinese high officixls. The Viceroy’s recent 
recovery from a dangercus illness render- 
ed these expressions very appropriate in 
view of his influence in China, his close 
relativis with the throne, and his friendly 
attitude towards foreign hations. 

The Viceroy emphasised his friendly 
feeling by deciding to give » banquet to the 
foreign Tesidents and leading native ofti- 
cials. As all could not be included in the 
assembly of guests at dinner, invitations 
were issued with the intention of making 
the company as representative us practica- 
ble. The dinner was to be followed by 
pyrotechnics aud thentricale which all were 
invited to witness. ‘The 6th of February 
was the day appuinted, but on account of 
the death of « young and beloved sou, the 
celebration was deferred till the evening of 
the eleventh, For this purpose the Gordon 
Hall was placed at the Vicerey's disposal 
by the Municipal Council, and every 
assistance in the way of preparation and 
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decorations was cordially rendered. A 
permanent stage was erected at one end of 
the Hall, and the rest of the space reserved 
for the tables, five in number, which were 
Jaid to accommodate 103 guests : there was 
no spare room, as the servants and 
followers of Chinese guests appeared to be 
legion and occupied all standing reom. 
The feast cousisted of alternate courses 
of native and foreign dishes, and was 
managed in very good form by a native 
caterer. ‘Ihe decorations were mostly 
Chinese ; flags were suspended aud draped 
from the pillars and ceiling, 80 as to pro- 
duce a very fine effect wverhend. 

‘As you entered the Hall, the character 
for longevity” in large, clear, gilt out- 
line, at the back of the stage, first caught 
the eye. The side scenery was painted 
to represent the trunks of large trees, with 
Danks of flowers clustered about their rocts, 
aud a typical stage sky was hung aloft;

(sent by the Emperor for the Viceroy’s 
special delectution on the occasion of hi 
birthday), performed for the entertainment 
of the guests; music and theatricals filled 
up the renmining time at table. ‘Then 
cume the tireworks in Victoria Park, which 
wore aley said to be sent from the palace. 
The display was very fine but hardly up 
to expectation, Of course the character 
for Longevity shone out conspicuously. 
Owing to a slight breeze many of the 
elaborate pieces were spoiled, by taking 
fire before they were properly expanded. 
The theatricals I will not attempt to 
describe. The actors shine as acrobats 
but nut as clocutionists. Ut is certainly 
fa fent to rush upon a-stage, turn three 
rapid eomersaults in the space of ten 
feet, alight right side up, face about 
ready to meet a pursuer in deadly fray, 
and all iu a emall fraction of time. I 
think all present pronounced the evening 
a success, The Viceroy seemed pleased 
and satisfied, as were all his guests, and a 
sincere desite that he may be long spared 
to hold the positions which he now fills 
with such ability, is the hearty wish of all.

The winter which is drawing to its close 
| has been distinguished for the comparative 
| mildness of the weather, the thermometer 
| having been higher by many degrees than 
in average years hitherto. Tw the poor 
| who suffer from a chronic insufficiency of 
at first appear to be au 
unmixed blessing, but it seems to have 

been everywhere quite the reverse, for the 
{winter has been extensively characterised 
yy a fatal epidemic, similar to the influenza 
lor ‘gripe’ recently s» prevalent in all 
western lands, The Chinese are seldom 
at a loss to account for anything, but 
| this contagious, swift-spreading and fatal 
| disease is to theni a puzzle. In some cxses 
| whole families are attacked, and in many 
villages half a score of deaths take place 
withit, a few days, As it is uot thought a 
good omen to have corpses in the house 
over the New Year, there have been many 
funerals even on the very threshold of 
the coming festivities. In the country as 
in the city, the iusatiable thirst of the 
Chinese for burning paper aud for the 
explosion of tire-crackers, is frequ-utly 
rewarded by conflagrations, sometimes 
of a most destructive character, in some 
cases involving the injary or complete ruin 
of the whole family stock of bedding, 
as well as of the dwellings—a most seriou 
culamity in the dead of winter. Notwith- 
standing the alarm about the short crops, 
felt during che autumn, the year has tu 
out much better than’ the ‘average, and it 
fxs been a common complaint that grain 
has been so chexp, ax hardly to be worth 
the raising. Fuel, tro, ean be bought in 
any quantities for two cash a catty, a most 
important fact for the poor. This has also 
x great effect upon the building operntions 
of the spring, as the low rate of fuel 
ies cheap bricks. aud much rebuil 
Buton the other hand timber of all kinds 
is sold at double the rates of a bad year, 
Another factor of great importance in all 
regiuns of the plain where cotton is raised, 
is the comparative scarcity uf that essential 
staple, A. slight rise in its price mexus 
the throwing out of employment of tens 
of thousands of spimmers und weavers ii 
farmers’ families, who thus eke out the 
precarious income from their bits of soil. 
When cotton rises beyond a certain point, 
it is more profitable to send it off to 
distance in bulk, rather than to work it 
up into cloth. ‘The vicious system of likin 
taxation prevents miost of the ctton of 
this region from finding its natural market 
, whither it can be conv 
water very cheaply. I 
wheeled on the clumsiest barrows several 
hundred miles to the grext mart of Chi 
ts'un or to Weihsien, which are 
tributing centres for the whole _pro- 
vince. On the land lines the taxation is 
ly or nothing, while by water it is fatally 
high. 

The terms marked 1e imperial 
calendar as ‘little snow reat snow,’ 
came and went without exerting their due 
influence upon the ‘powers of the air,’ for 
there has been no fall of snow worth the 
name, during the entire winter, a fact 
which dues not. give good promise for the 
whest crop. The term called ‘ beginning 
of spring,’ has xs usual been accompanied 
with the sharp cold which will proverbially 
‘freeze an ox.’ To the Chinese mind, 
‘Happiness’ and ‘Spring’ are synony mons 
terms, but asa rule when ‘Happiness’ and 
‘Spring’ become theoretically due, they 
are each largely in the distant future. It 
is uot every civilised land which welcomes 
the advent of the winter solstice by the 
flying of flags from men-of-war, and per- 
forms elaborate ceremonies for welcoming 
spring, in what certainly appears to be 

i In connection with these 
spring ceremonies, there is an instruc- 
tive mixture of science and nonsense, 
in the proceedings of some yaméns. Be- 
fore the time set for the “beginning of 
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spring,” it is the duty of the aubordinates 
to havea hole excavated in the yard, with- 
in which is buried a bamboo tube, “In 
the tube are a few feathere of the chicken 
or the goose. Que of the yamén-rau 
watches this tube, and reports when he sees 
the feathers rise to the mouth of the tube, 
which they (theoretically) do at the exac 
hour when the “beginning of. spring” 
takes place! The true and secret 
cause of this rising, is the expansion of 
the “spring bresth” (yang-ch‘i), from 
below upward, but if for any reason this 
jon fails to occur at the prescribed 
period, the faithful watcher takes cxre that 
the “yang-ch'i” is reinforced by so 
force less occult. Upon this a report is 
made to the official that the feather has 
floated, and the spring ceremonies accord- 
ingly take place! Perhaps this may not 
be a practice of universal currency, and 
perhaps Dc, Edkins will tell us what it 
means.

This has been paid out of | 
the excess in the income ; in addition 
about Tis, 20,000 have been’ expended in 
widening and improving roads, which was 
provided for by the issue of debentures. 
At pages 241/249 will be found full parti- | 
ticulars of the roads extended, ete., the 
most important being the Kiukiang, which 
has been widened to thirty feet between 
the Fuhkien and Hoopeh roads ; Mr. Han- 
bury having sold to the Council the strip 
of his property required for this purpose 
for Tis. 9,000. I may mention that in 1882 
rovision of Tls. 12,000 was made for 
carrying out this improvement, but this 
was withdrawn in 1885 as there seemed no 
chance of it being carried out. ‘The Han- 
bury road has been continued to the east 
of the Yuenfong road, and the Sinkeepang. 
road extended to meet it, at a cost of 
‘Pls. 2,300. ‘The Yuhang road, w 
been acquired from Mr. Kingsmill for 
‘Tis. 2,300, extends from the Woosung road 
to the Hongkew creck, and it is intended 
to connect it with the lot on which the 
slaughterhouse is about to be built, by a 
road along the bank of thecreek. Arrange- 
ments have also been made for extending the 
Fearon road from the Hanbury road to the 
slaughterhouse lot at a cost of Tis. 1,200.

Resolution VIL—That the Estimated Ex- 
penditure in the Municipal Budget for the 

year commencing Ist January, 1893, and end- 
Ing Bist December, 1802, as proposed by the 
retiring Municipal Council, together with the 
recommendations attached thereto, be ap- 
proved and adopted. 

‘The printed budget connected with the 
report is very full and T have really very 
little to say ‘with regard to the estimate for 
next year. The cost of the police will be 
heavier, owing to the increased pay which 
the Council deemed it a wise measure 
to grant; and in the satisfaction it has 
given and in the effect it has had in doing 
away with discontent in the force, they 
feel sure the ratepayers will think so too. 
‘The police here at all times render valu- 
able assistance, but particularly did they 
do so during last summer in the precau- 
tionary steps that were taken and which 
from the nature of them could not be made 
public. With such a police and volunteer 
force as.we have, wo can congratulate our- 
selves on Shanghai not only being a self- 
governing but a self-defending community. 

Mr. JANsEN—I beg to second the re- 
solution. 

‘Mr. Dovatas Joxes—The Chairman of 
the Council has roferred to the police. I 
trust Lam in order in saying a few words that 

occur to me on the subject. For myself,

I think the police might be improved in one 
way. I should like to see a large increase in 
the Sikh police here, and a scheme formed, 
which no doubt the Council would be glad to 
to form themselves, to gradually do away 
with the foreign police, except in the matter 
of the heads of departments. It appears to 
me, aftera long experience here, that we are 
continually having trouble owing to the 
discontent of the foreign police. It seems 
to me now we are paying them exceedingly 
well, but it is doubtful whether we shall 
ever have a contented force of Europeans 
in Shanghai, for several reasons which I 
need not mention here ; and it appears to me 
that if “lines” (I think that is the expres- 
sion) were made for Sikh policemen and they 
were invited to come here and bring their 
families with them, and a bonus were 
given when they could pass a certain ex- 
amination in English and another when 
they passed an examination in Chinese, it 
appears to me that with the addition of a 
few foreigners as heads of the departments 
to a whole body of Sikh policemen and a 
few native detectives, we should have a 
very efficient and contented body of police. 
1 do not know that I am quite in order in 
referring to the matter of additional ex- 
penditure on the police; but if I am, I 
would say that as regards the housing of 
the fotice T am very doubtful in my own 
mind whom they have got to put in this 
new erection which is being made near 
what is called the Central Police Station. 
I shall be exceedingly glad when the Coun- 
cil can take a rest and find it no longer 
necessary to erect these palaces, which I 
think will stand as monuments ‘of extra- 





























"The Council 
will keep your remarks about the constitu- 
tion of the police force in view. They 
have given a great deal of consideration to 
this question of reducing the number of 
European members of the foree and in- 
creasing the Sikhs. I think, as at present 
constituted, we have an excellent force— 
(applause).” With regard to the buildings, 
the expenditure was authorised by a pre: 
vious ratepayers’ meeting and we have 
nothing to do with it now. 

Mr. Tuorxe—I propose an amendment 
far as the education 

On page 23 we find 
there is an allowance made to the Eurasian 
School, which is now the Thomas Hanbury 
School'and Children’s Home, of Tis. 900. 
T would propose this amendment to the 
Budget : 

Phat the sum of ‘Tis. 100 be added to the 
estimate under the heading of 
the Eurasian School, now the Thomas 
bury School and Children’s Home, thi 
making the total allowance to the ‘Thomas 
Hanbury School and Children's Home ‘ls. 
1,000. 

This will place the institution upon the 
same footing as the others named in. this 
education grant. It is an amount which is 
much needed to assist us in carrying on 
this work. Ineed not say another word 
about the merits of this institution. 

Mr. A. Cusuxy, jr.—I beg to second the 
amendment. 

‘Mr. Purnox—The Council are prepared 
to support that, and are quite willing to 
have it in the Budget. 

The Cuarrax—The amendment having 
been accepted by the mover of the resolu- 
tion, unless some objection is made it will 
be considered as adopted. Are there any 
other amendments to be offered ? 

Mr. H. S. Witxrssox—I have no amend- 
ment to offer, but some of the remarks of 
Mr. Douglas Jones may, I think, be mis- 
interpreted. I feel quite confident that 
Mr. Jones, in referring to the Euro 
police, did not intend to reflect upon them 


















in any way as to their ability or zeal! 


in the important services they have ren- 
dered and are rendering to the Settlement. 
But it occurs to me, after listening to 
those remarks, that people outside. may 








arrive at the conclusion that Mr. Jones 
possibly did so intend and that if we pass 
those remarks in silence we may be taken to 
have concurred in them. ‘The question of 
the substitution of Sikh forEuropean police- 
men isa very serious one; and asit is under 
the consideration of the Council it may be 
left to them to decide upon. It is certainly 
nota thing to be carried out lightly. ‘There 
are very strong arguments against it; and 
while those arguments will be considered, 
nothing we say here ought to leave any 
impression on the part of any of our officers 
or servants that we do not appreciate their 
services, or be such as in any way to tend 
to create discontent. I am quite satisfied 
Mr. Jones did not mean his observations 
to be read in that light; but as it is 
possible that they might be, I thought it 
was well to rise and say what I have said, 
Applause.) 

ev. W. B, Boweti—I came here 
prepared to second an amendment, but 
on account of the probable opposition 
which would be met with, we have con- 
cluded that this is not the time to bring 
forward such an amendment. I think, sir, 
that every year some mention should be 
made of edueationand some movement made 
in the direction of a public school system 
for Shanghai. We have good institutions 
here in the Shanghai Public School, the 
Eurasian School and the French School, 
but there is great room for improvement, 
in this direction. We aro a representative 





comnwunity and boast perhaps justly of 
being the Model Settlement of the East, 
but mm this matter we are a eal 





below the standard which Western cities 
set up for themselves, If it would not bo 
tedious to this body of ratepayers, I should 
like to make a few remarks on the question, 

‘The Cuammay—I will say in regard to 
that, that while the gentleman (Mr. Bonnell) 
may not be strictly in order under Parlia- 
mentary rules, in not speaking to » propo- 
sition or amendment, yet this being « 
ratepayers’ meeting called for the considera- 
tion of public matters, I think his remarks 
will be perfectly in order and I certainly 
shall not interfere with him in his expres 
sion of his views. (Applause). 

Rev, W. B. Bonnett, continuing—We . 
are told by the chroniclers of ancient 
history, that when Rome and Carthage 
were at war with each other, a distinguished 
orator and statesman was accustomed to 
close every speech, no matter upon what 
subject, that he made before the Roman 
Senate, with these emphatic words, ‘ De- 
lenda est Carthago!” Happily for Shang- 
hai, she has no Carthage, and more happily 
still, her present work is that of peace, 
not war, developing and upbuilding, not 
destroying. Following, however, the illus: 
trious, though somewhat barbaric exampleof 
Porcivs Cato, we come again before the rate- 
payers, the Senate of Shanghai, with the 
earnest appeal, Edveaudi sunt juvenes, The 
children must’ be educated. We come in 
confidence and earnest expectation, and we 
believe that.just as surely as Carthage was 
finally destroyed by the indefatigable Ro- 
mans, 80, without doubt, the persisten 
of the advocates of public education will 
eventually be rewarded by the attainment 
of the object which they keep in view. 

We come this year with an extremely 
moderate request. In bringing before the 
ratepayers of the “model community ” the 
amendment intended to be proposed by 
Mr. Little, it was reasonably assumed that 
no offence would be taken bj the honour 
able gentlemen composing the Municipal 
Gounal : and we fell s0 stire that the. pro- 
gressive. and public-spirited ratepayers 
themselves would approve our action and 
grant our petition, as expressed in the 
amendment, that we did not intend to 
waste your time by entering upon any 
extended argument. You all know, gentle- 
men, how important a matter this is, Good 
roads and good light, good water and good 
food, good police arrangements and good 








sanitary measures; a fire department: 
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‘and a good volunteer corps—these are all to 
be commended and approved as necessities. 
But shall we place more value upon the 
physical well-being of the community than 
upon the intellectual? Should we not 
continually foster and liberally support 
the institutions which have as their object 
the improvement and enlightenment of the 
immortal minds of our children, their 
sustenance and preservation, their discipline 
and purification? Personally, and with an 
eye open to the best interest, of Shanghai, I 
could wish that the Council were ina position 
to appropriate ten times the Ts, $,000 asked 
for by the Shanghai Public School, and 
s0 enable Mr. Lanning to open his doors 
to the foreign children of the Settle- 
ment free of all charges. But it may be 
that the time for this has not yet arrived. 
‘The future prosperity and ‘welfare of 
Shanghai depend largely upon the educa- 
tional measures set on foot, from year to 
year, by this body ; and we owe it to our- 
selves, as well as to those who shall come 
after us, that a foundation shall be 
laid for at least the elementary instruction 
of ail our children. 

With good roads, let us also make as 
straight and smooth as possible the rough 
path-way of knowledge; with gas lampsand 
electric lights, let us give to the rising 
generation the light of learning ; with pure 
water, and wholesome food, let the 
children have also the aliment that feeds 
the mind and satisfies the soul ; with pro- 
tection from thieves and microbes, from 
fire and sword, let them also be provided 
with the means of defending themselves 
against their numerous mental and moral 
foes. In short, give them education. (Ap- 
plause). - 

Ms. Laywixo—In supporting the ro: 
marks made by Professor Bonnell, I would 
like to add a few words. In speaking on 
this matter of education, I can perhaps 
speak with a little more confidence and « 
little more knowledge of the work connected 
with the subject than anyone else in the 
Sottloment, inasmuch as I have been here 
for some 17 years working on educational 
matters and doing what has been in my 
power to assist the young in the way they 
should go. During these 17 years I have 
known what it is to work with insu 
funds, inadequate assistance, and 
cient modern apparatus and appliances. 
Whatever measure of success has attended 
my efforts has been in spite of all these 
things. Some 10 or 12 years ago the then 
Council appointed a committee to enquire 
into the educational requirements of the 
Settlement. There were at that time some 
300 or 400 children in the Settlement. 
Now there are over 1,000. ‘The committee 
nt that time reported on the various 
schools, and did me the honour to mention 
the school of which I was the head as one 
fitted to be the nucleus of «Municipal 
school. ‘The scheme that was originated by 
that report fell through entirely. Nothing 
more was done for some years, until the 
Masonic bodies took up the matter. 
‘They sitbscribed a considerable amount of 
money, altogether over Tis. 5,000. With 
this they started what is called’ the Shang- 
hai Public School, a misnomer some people 
consider, as they think it should have been 
called the Masonic School and not the 
Public School. But the public, as a public, 
took very little interest in it in a financial 
way. That money was spent, every cent 
of it. The school was to be closed, when a 
member of the Committee called on me 
and asked me to take charge of it. I did 
so, entirely on my own responsibility. I 
have worked it for three years. When I 
took charge there were 40-odd scholars ; 
now there are 160. (Applause.) I have 
had some assistance, for which I am very 
grateful, from the Council. For two years 
of 














they have been goud enough to give a grant 

f Tis. 1,000. But, ‘Sire Tis. 1,000 ‘does 
not represent a sufticient quantity of money 
to enable a public school to be carried on 
as a public school. People sometimes say 


that the present generation of men in 
Shanghai is not nearly equal to the gene- 
ration of byegone days. It may be so; 
there were giants on earth in those days, 
if we are to believe the old residents. 
But our predecessors never thought of 
| establishing a public school for the simple 
reason that there were no children. When 
the first few children did come, the tael was 
worth 6s. and more. Now it is worth only 
4s. Profits I suppose were four or five 
times as big as they are at the present day. 
Salaries at any rate were twice as high as 
they are now, most of them. ‘The conse- 
quence was that when a man hada few babies 
he sent them home to an English infant 
school or German kindergarten and went 
home every year or so to see how they 
were getting on. ‘That state of things has 
entirely changed. Salaries have come down, 
profits are not what they were, and it is 
Impossible for people now to go home as 
they used to do. Our dear old English 
word “home” is year by year taking more 
and more root in Chinese’ soil ; and facing 
the changed condition of affairs, it is 
necessary that the public here should make 
a change of front, particularly in this 
way. I am speaking now in favour of 
public education as against education of 
any other kind. ‘There are public schools 
and private schools; whether the school 
is a private one belonging to an individual 
or a private school belonging to a corpora- 
tion, matters very little. A private school 
of any kind does not exist entirely 
for the benefit of the scholars, but, for the 
benefit of the proprietor. A public school 
exists for the benefit of its scholars, and 
of the benefits the kind of education 
that can be given under those circumstances 
I leave you to judge. I am inclined 
to think our schools should be entirely for 
the benefit of the children who attend them, 
‘and not for anyone else's benefit. ‘There is 
one other point, and it is this : The school to 
which I have the honour to belong has 
for the last three years been carried on 
entirely on my own responsibility. [have 
heard this morning for the first time that 
some of the ratepayers look upon it more 
or less ns a private speculation. That is 
not. my way of looking at it at all. In 
taking charge of the school, I did not in- 
tend to make any fortune out of it. The 
little money I had has been spent, every 
cent of it, and I took charge not with the 
idea of g money, but of keeping up an 
educational establishment which T hoped 
in course of time would turn out to be a 
really public school. (Applause.) Our 
idea was to propose an amendment to the 
Budget, asking for an extension of the 
grant 20 the School, but as we have 
been informed that’ this would meet 
with the opposition of—at any rate—some 
members of the Coaneil—I do not know 
whether of all the Couneil as a body—we 
have decided not to ask for this increased 
grant, although it is sorely needed ; but we 
Have thought it better to merely fase the 
question from a general point of view, 
believing that there is a large section of 






































view. (Applause). 

Mr. T. W, Kixeswtit—I think that after 
the remarks that have fallen from Pro- 
fessor Bonnell and Mr. Lanning, and the 
evident appreciation of them by the meet- 
ing, it would be somewhat a pity if we 
parted without bringing this matter forward 
in such amanner that an actual vote could 
be taken upon it— 


‘The Cuarnwax—Let me say that we have 
now a resolution before the meeting, ready 
to be put. If you wish to offer an amend- 
ment to this resolution, calling for an 
appropriation, or anything that is an amend- 
ment, it can’ be heard now ; but if your 
idea is to bring up this matter of public 
education separate from the appropriation 
to be made at this meeting we had better 
go on, put this resolution, have it carried 
and have the other discussion subsequently.

| Mr. R. W. Lirrie—I was about to get 
! up, when Mr. Kingsmill anticipated me, to 
say that I propose to take advantage of the 
| strong expression of opinion on the part 
of the ratepayers that has been obtained. 
I propose after all to submit this amend- 
! ment to the meeting, because it seems to 
{me that the ratepayers here are generally 
| strongly in favour of the proposal, which I 
| withdrew because I heard the Council were 
| not likely to accept it, ‘The amendment is 
‘That the Council be empowered to expend 
| during the current year a sum not exceeding 
| Ts. 3,000, for the purposes of education, 
| connection with the Shanghai Public School. 
‘The Cuamwan—It is already provided 
for in the Budget, and this will be put as 
| an amendment to the amount. 
Rev, W. B. Boyxex—I have much 
pleasure in seconding the amendment. 
1. Mr, Purpox—I should like to say, on 
behalf of the Council, that there has’ not 





| been tho slightest fling antagonistic to 


education, but the Council have acted on 
what they consider principle. They are 
really not empowered to give public money 
in this way, but they have done it here- 
tofore in one or two instances, and there- 
fore they have given it to the three in- 
stitutions named in the Budget. ‘The fact 
is that the so-called Shanghai Public 
School is not a proper public school. It is 

wrivate school under private auspices. It 
is hampered by certain stipulations regard- 
ing the admission of pups, favouring one 
class against other classes ; but what I wish 
to say is that if the gentlemen who are so 
anxious to have this done would take what 
the Council think would be the proper course 
—make out and elaborate, so to speak, a plan 
by which the Public School could be handed 
over to the Municipality, and bring that 
plan before the Council and have it discus- 
sed—I think it would be far better than 
having an amendment to the Budget in the 
shape of giving Ts. 2,000 more than we 
have already provided. If the course I 
have oy were adopted, the Council 











would take it into serious consideration, 
lay a properly digested plan before the 
ratepayers, and get their opinion as. to 
whether-the establishment should be taken 
over as. Public School. At present it is 
not one. 

Mr. Lansrxo—I would like to make one 
or two explinations with respect to Mr. 
Purdon's rem: Mr. Purdon has laid 
it down as a principle that the Council has 
no right to give public money to educa- 
tional institutions ; but as a matter of fact 
it has been done. I believe that the Council 
exists with the idea of giving effect to the 
opinions of the ratepayers. (Applause). I 
am not quite sure whether it is correct, but 
that is my idea. If there is a very strong 
opinion in the community amongst the rate- 
payers that certain ideas should be carried 
out, I believe the Council will be quite 
right in carrying out those ideas. It is for 
the ratepayers to decide, I am of opinion, 
on what particular lines their money 
should be expended. Now as to. the 

resent, condition of the School, Tt is 
called the Shanghai Public School but 
it is a private speculation ; so says Mr. 
Purdon. Ina certain way it is a private 
speculation ; it is one which has cost a 
good deal of money and which could not 
eventually continue, on those grounds. 
There is one other point ; namely, that 
the present. School Council have already 

‘a resolution to the effect that 
they will be willing to hand over the 
School to the Municipality if the latter are 
prepared to take charge of it; and that 
they would only make one proviso, and 
hat is that the present ies for 
Masonic children ‘should be continued. 
‘Those facilities do not in any way hurt 
other people, and Mr. Purdon’s remarks 
may perhaps be taken in a way which he 
did not intend. It is not a class school. 

It is to ell intents and purposes a public 
| sibotd sa far an echclace ate- concerned ; 
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and the number of Masonic children who 
are taken in a separate way amounts to 
three only. 

Mr. Krxoswmz—I can bear testimony 
to what Mr. Lanning has said. There is 
no class distinction in the school whatever, 
and every well-behaved child is eligible 
for admission. I do not know how the 
impression got abroad that there was any 
kind of restriction or that it was intended 
tobe a class school. That I know, because 
unfortunately I was very much opposed to 
any tests on admission. I know that 
at the time of the commencement of 
the school some false restrictions which 
could not be carried on were made, but 
these by the course of events have been 
entirely done away with, and now the 
school is for all purposes a public school. 
It is also a public school in the sense that 
the money which was subscribed for it, 
though it was found by only a portion of 
the community, was eubscribed with the 
intention of making it public, and those 
restrictions have not gone on. There are 
now placed at the disposal of the manage- 
ment of the school funds available for 
premiums to children who have earned a 
certain amount of distinction, and it 
is therefore so far on the lines of a public 
school. The reason why it is under private 
management is that the public, as a public 
have not come forward to its support: 
‘They have left the school to be in the 
main supported by those who send their 
children there, and have never asked to 
have it in that sense made a public school, 
‘Tho grant of a sum of Tis. 3,000 is evidently 
not sufficient to justify the present managers 
of the school in handing it over to the 
Council; but if it were perfectly well 
understood that the community are_pre- 
pared to take over the management of the 
‘school entirely and pay its expenses and 
make it a public school, the trustees might 
be justified in so doing. If it is morely a 
matter of a grant in aid, the Council are 
not justified in asking to have the present 
management changed, any more than to 
show proof that the school, as it is carried 
‘on, is nota class school. The standard of 
education in the school is sufficiently high 
to make it advisable to have such an 
educational centre: and moreover if it 
were not for this school, carried on by the 
Masonic body, the greater proportion of 
the children now growing up in the Settle- 
ment of Shanghai would be utterly with- 
out any means of education whatever. 
Applause). 

ir. Prosst—I beg to correct a state- 
ment, or rather words put into the mouth 
of Mr. Purdon, which were that the 
school, as he is said to have expressed 
it, was a private speculation. Such words 
I do not think Mr. Purdon uttered or 
intended. When a grant of this kind is 
made by the Municipal body, any such 
grant is voted by the ratepayers through 
their representatives, the Council, and 
it is understood that when such grant is 
made it is controlled by the Council. Ido 
nut think it is fair to spring this subject 
upon us. The gentleman who moved this 
amendment and the gentleman who spoke 
in support of it have had ample time and 
might have sent in a resolution. This is 
a very important matter, and if public funds 
to any extent are to be voted for a public 
school scheme, it ought to be done in a 
much more complete manner. If the school 
management is willing during the ensuing 
session to put some complete scheme before 
the Council for making a Municipal school, 
Thave no doubt the incoming Council will 
consider the matter and go into it 
thoroughly ; but as it has been sprung on 
usin this manner I certainly think the thing 
should certainly stand as it is. 

‘Mr. B.S. Witxrison—Mr. Probst has 
anticipated some of the remarks I intended 
to make. Mr. Lanning said that one of 
the duties of the Council was to carry out 
the votes at the ratepayers’ meeting. It is 
desirable that we should have a clear and 




















distinct understanding on that, because 
what Mr. Lanning said contains a fallacy. 
‘The duty of the Council is not to carry out 
all the votes passed at the ratepayers’ 
meeting. It is true it is their duty to carry 
out the wishes of the ratepayers up to a 
certain point ; but we are here under a 
constitution, and it is only necessary to say 
that they are to act under that constitution. 
It has been often discussed how far such 
contributions as these are allowed under 
that constitution, and it is highly un- 
desirable that we should be pressed to 
discuss the question further. I was 
going to suggest that this amendment 
should be withdrawn. I suppose there is no 
person here, consciously or unconsciously, 
who is opposed to education or opposed 
to a contribution, in proper time, of 
money for the purposes of education. I 
have the very deepest appreciation of 
the desirability of extending education, 
but I also have the idea that it is undesi 
able that any prejudice against the vote in 
favour of education should be raised by the 
mode in which that vote is taken. I feel 
quite satisfied, taking the view that it is 
highly desirable that money should be given 
for education, that if this vote is pressed it 
will prejudice the ultimate settlement of 
this question ; and I therefore would pro- 
pose to the mover and seconder that it 
would be in the interest of education gene- 
rally if that motion were withdrawn. Some 
of the inconveniences of having such a vote 
taken have been pointed out by Mr. Probst. 
It is unusual, in most money-spending es- 
tablishments, for the government of the 
day to be compelled to vote money. * The 
usual constitutional way is that no money 
should be spent except what the govern- 
ment propose should be spent, and that they 
should not be forced to spend, but should be 
controlled in their expenditure. We have 
departed from that, and there are many 
reasons why we should on some occasions 
do so; but that departure should not be 
is necessary, and 1 think a 
kind, of which no notice 
has been given, should not be passed. The 
amount is not much, but the people 
who have not attended this meeting 
ought to be protected by the people 
who have; and as no great inconvenience 
to the school can happen from the vote 
being withdrawn, and as the mover and 
seconder, although they originally intended 
to put it, afterwards decided not to do so, I 
hope they will adhere to their second 
thou and not their third thoughts, and 
now withdraw it, and bring it forward when 
the matter has received full consideration 
from the community at large and can be 
voted upon intelligently. There is one point 
upon which I disagree with Mr. Purdon. It 
would seem from his remarks that he would 
make it a condition of giving support to a 
school, that it should be made a municipal 
school. I think there are many arguments 
against the municipality undertaking any 
more responsibilities. The community 
may very probably best perform their duty 
in the niatter of education by giving grants 
in aid rather than undertaking educational 
establishments. I think it would be out 
of place for me to argue the point here, 
but I would wish to point out that there 
are arguments in favour of the grant-in-aid 
system instead of taking charge; and it 
should not be laid down as a hard and fast 
rule that any grant to be made to the 
school will be upon the condition that it 
should be made a Municipal school. I 
should not think that was a necessary con- 
dition ; and at. the same time I think. it 
would be in the interests of education 
generally if this motion were now with- 
drawn, 

The Cuairmax—Mr. Wilkinson has re- 
quested the mover and seconder of the 
amendment to withdraw it. I do not hear 
any withdrawal, a1 meeting is ready 
for the question I will put this smendment 


























Mr. C. Downat1—I have a little doubt 
as to whether, even if the amendment was 





carried, the Council could properly expend 
money in the way proposed ; but I think 
it would be well to get an expression from 
those present at the meeting as to what 
views they take. There is not much 
at stake, but this may be considered to 
be the beginning of a course; and I 
want to say that in voting upon this, 
if a ballot is called, it will be proper 
and it will be approved by my con- 
stituents, if I state that I shall use only 
my own personal vote. 

Mr. Wazsewricnt—The amendment 
seems to be purely permissive. ‘The Coun- 
cil might give Tls. 3,000 or Tis. 100, at 
their discretion. 

‘The Cuarrman—It seems to me so, but 
the gentleman must judge. 

Mr, Lanxryc—That is entirely the idea 
—to leave the amount to the discretion of 
the Council. The present amount of mone 
is barely sufficient to carry on the school, 
and I should be very glad if the Council 
would do as was suggested by one member 
of it—inquire more carefully into the school 
and find out actually what is required. 

‘The Cuarrmay—The question has been 
raised as to the power of the Council to 
make this appropriation. I should say, as 
Chairman of the meeting, that is a matter 
with which the chair has nothing to do. 
The meeting has the power to pass this 
resolution and it is for the Council to de- 
cide whether they have the power to carry 
it out or not. 

Mr. Purvoy—If that is the intention of 
this amendment, the Council will have no 
objection at all to it. Is it left to them to 
decided whether they increase the grant 
or not ? 

Mr. Lannixc—That is entirely the idea. 

Mr. Porvox—Then we have no objection 
to it at all. 

The Cuammax—Do you accept the 
amendment ? 

‘Mr. Purvox—Certainly. - 

The resolution, as amended by Mr, 
Thorne and Mr. Little, was then put tothe 
meeting and carried without opposition.

The number of persons admitted 
to the ward had somewhat diminished, but 
the out-patient practice had exceeded that 
of past years, Seeing the number uf 
Chinese ‘patients who obtained relief, 
the management was, he thought, on a 
very economical scale ; and any additional 
subscriptions would be very weleome and 
were almost required for the continu- 
ance of the work. 

On the mation of the Chairman, second- 
ed by Mr. Purdon, the re 
were adopted, after the Rev. W. Muirhead 
had said that, as had been the case during 
the last forty years, he had heen a constant 
witness of the work of the Hospital. One 
importaut department was the native 
doctor's work in the city. ‘The vaccination 
done there was presided over by the Tastai, 
with whom the doctor was very intimate. 
Upwards vf 6,000 Chinese children had 














been vaccinated, and the appreciation of 
vacgination was being spread uot only 
in Shanghai but at Pootung. As the re- 
sult of personal observation he was plexsed 
to say that the work of the Hospital was 
carried on in a most satisfuetory and use- 
ful manner. 

On the motion cf Mr. Francis, seconded 
by Mr. Thorne, Mr. J. F. Seaman was 
elected a Trustee in the place of Mr. A. G. 
Wood ; and the mevting terminated with a 
vote of thauks to the Chairman, 


‘The report stated :— 

‘The income of the year from all sources 
amounted to Tis. 2,542.51, showing an in- 
crease over 1890 of Tis. 217 derived from an 
additional number of subscriptions, yielding 
‘Tis. 361. less a falling off of donations, etc., 
of Tis, 144, ‘The total expenditure was Tl. 
2,905.55 including Tis. 626.67 for alterations 
and repairs to hospital, drainage, ete. Final 
payments on latter account of Ts. 180.43 
have been made since the Ist January, bring- 
ing the total deficit on the accounts to Tis. 
1.68. Tt is betioved that no further expen- 
diture of moment for repairs will be necessary 
for some years to come, so that it is hoped 
the debit balance will be made goo from in- 
come without reduction of the reserve, ‘Tis. 
2,500, which is on fixed deposit with the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank. ‘The thauks 
of the Trustees are acconled to the Munici- 
pality for their liberality in laying the con- 
crete, drains, ete., at cost.

One of the most interesting documents, 
says tho Ostasiatische Lloyd, which has 
appeared for a long time in the Peking 
Gazette, is the memorial from the Viceroy 
the Hu-kuang, Chaug Chih-tung, pub- 
lished in the Gazette of the Slat January,

tung in eonjanetion with Man Chi-hsi 
the Governor of Hapeh, and throws cons 
Gerable light on the causes of the Into 
disturbances in the Yangtze valley, xs well

‘The memorial begins by stating that the 
province of Hupeh ig of considerable im- 
portance on account of its position, being 
link between the northern 
ud southern portions of the Empire, 
trade of Hupeh, which is traversed 
throughout its whole length by the Yangtae, 
is very considerable, Hupelt is, like Hunan,

This son was known 
as Li Hung. His other individual name 
was Yi Chéng. Li, who gave himself 
out to be one of the principal leaders 
of the Kolay Hui, intended to rally 
all_ the members under his command, 
and avenge his father’s death, He had 
already given orders to foreigners fur the 
purchase of weapons and munitions of 
As soou as they arrived, he was

‘This no doubt refers to the 
tan was arrested 
in September by the British authorities 
and condenined to ving mouths’ imprison- 































ment for smuggling into China arms and 
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ammunition intended for the rebels. It 
would therefore appear that Mason bad 
Deen enguged in this work for at least three 
mouths before he was arrested. InJuly, Ki 
‘Te-ho went on to say. the leaders learned 
from Li Hung that the arms for the body. 
guard, which Li Hung was to command in 
person, had arrived, Prisoner was instructed 
ty meet the other chiefs and concoct « plan 
of campaign. He therefore betuok hiv 
self to Nyanking, the capital of Aubui, 
where he arrived extly in August. Here 
he consulted with five other chiefs, and 
they agreed to assemble their forces on the 
16th November and divide them into two 
bodies. One of these was to be concen- 
trated in the lower Yangtze valley, w 
at Ngauking, and the other to guthe 
the upper Yangtze. Both were to unfurl 
the standard of rebellion simultaneously. 
It was also decided that the lower Yangtze 
force was to be divided into five brigades, 
or banners, the lenders receiving from Li 
Hung the title of Generalissimo. The plan, 
however, was frustrated by the assemb! 
of Government troops in the lower valley 
of the river; and it was then decided to 
assemble between the 17th and 20th August 
ut Lanehi, in the Tayeh district «f Hupeh, 
under the pretext of holding a Yii-ln-ht 
feast, This is a Chinese Buddhistic All- 
souls’ feust, held on the 15th day of the 
Tth moon (in 1891, the 19h August) to 
propitinte the spirits of those who died 
without leaving descendants, and to induce 
these spirits to do no harm to the living. 
Prisoner accordingly went to Lanchi, and 
% consultation between 50 or 60 of the 
conspirators resulted in it being decided to 
assemble the forces at Shasi (the port of 
Chingshav), a calling-station for steamers 
which hid’ only « swall garrison, and was 
go far from the borders of Hunan and 
Szechuan that when the Government troops 
moved in its direction there would be 
plenty of room for the insurgents to retreat. 
The 16th November was retained as the 
Auto of the general rising.

Mr. Rprie’s characteristics, A man of 
strong aud active mind, and, up till recent 
ly, of splendid physique, he 'twok but little 
Teisure and paid but scant attention to 
recuperativn. On ‘Thursday night his 
strength seemed to have completely 
left him and his condition was regarded 
as ser Friday snd Saturday saw 
no improvement ; and un Sunday he 
was unconscious ‘nearly all day. Thia 
morning, death stole upon him by imper- 
ceptible degrees in his sleep, and at half- 
past oue he was no more. Not only to 
the large number of friends who followed 
his remains to their last resting-place in 
Happy Valley this afternoon, but to many 
others’ besides, is Mr. Ryrie’s death a 
cause of deep surrow. Although it might 
be said that his days of usefulness as a 
public man were almost over, his death 
nevertheless a loss to the enlony, for he 
Was a man whose experience and sagacity, 
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whose sturdy independence of mind and 
unswerving honesty of purpose in all public 
affuirs would still have exerted their in- 
fluence for the benetit of the colovy. In 
former: days, before physical decrepitude 
came upon him, Mr. Ryrie played a 

‘portant part iu the legislative affairs of th 
colony. He was the oldest member of the 








Legislative Council, and had occupied a seat | 





in the Coungil longer than any other Hong- 
kong resident. Provisionally appoiuted by 
the Council on the 15th of July 1867, his 
appointment was approved by Her Majesty 
on the 18th Novewber of the ame year 
and gazetted in the following January. 
But it was not ouly to his years and ex- 
perience that his influence iu the Legislative 
Council was due, for he was possessed of 
much more than the average expacity 
for the performance of .sucl duties xs 
devolve upon our unofiicial members of 
Council ; and in discharging these duties 
he was always actuated by an honest de- 
sire for the welfare of the colony, As the 
‘Senior Unofficial Member’ he acted as 
the spokesman of the colony on many 
public occasions, one of the last of which 
waa on the visit of the Duke of Connaught, 
when he prosented His Royal High 

in the City Hall, with an address of wel- 
come, in the name vf the community. For 
a long period he held the position of Pre- 
sident of tho Chamber of Commerce, und 
he was also Chairman of many public com- 

nica. He was one uf the original y 
ers of the Jockey Club and as Si 
Steward presided over most of its mo 
, Inall forme of sport in the colouy 
his interest was of the keenest. A true 
Sout, though long absent from his native 
lund, his love for it did not diminish with 
the Hight of time. He wxs President 
of the St, Andrew's Society from its 
commencement up till-» little more than 
& year ago, when he was mads Honorary 
President, aud inthe Scotch celebrations 
under the’ auspices of the Society he always 
tovk an netive and enthusiastic interest. 
His familine tigare will be greatly missed 
by old residents from gatherings of ‘brither 
Scots’ in the future. 

It falls to the Int of but few men to be 
ao intinmtely connected with the life and 
growth of ® community as was the case 
with Mr, Ryrie as regards the colony of 
Hongkong ; and perhaps still fewer win 
and retain, to such an extent as he did, 
the affectionate personal interest of all 
classes of their fellow-citizens.

Shanghai, 27th February. 
Sitting in Admiralty. 

Before Chief Justice Hanwen and Captain

Cupt. Stapleton, re-called, formally put 
in the book showing the deviations of the 
standard compass. 

Mr. Dowdall then proceeded to address 
the Court for the Esang, and said there 
were three questions to decide ; (1) did the 
junk port her helm when she was on the 
port bow of the steamer and take such a 
‘course as resulted in the collision ? ; (2) did

‘steamer do eo much as could be expected 
‘of her when the junk sailed towards her? 
He submitted that the evidence of the 
second mate and quartermaster showed 
that the junk must have altered her course 
and that the steamer did not alter hers, 
until the junk was seen steering right into 
Jer. The evidence of the witnesses for the 
sang, he submitted, showed that the junk 
was 110t steering S.W. as the Chinese crew 
alleged, and it must be assumed that they 
-kuew they were stating what was uot true. 
‘The look-out could nut have been a good 
‘one when the steamer’s lights were not 
ubserved till she was within about 200 
yards, He suggested that the only expla- 
nation of what eccurred was that when the 
lowdah saw the steamer’s lights on his 
starboard quarter, he lost bis head aud rau 
across the steamer’s bows, 

Mr. Drummond, for the junk, submitted 
that the whole case was narrowed down to 
one point—did the junk change her course 
or not? The utmost case which the de- 
fendants had made out in their evidence 
amounted to this—oue sentence in the 
evidence of one witness, the second mat 
and the best he could’ say was that 
saw the second light come into view so 
suddenly that the junk must have changed 
her cow It was the most feeble state- 
ment possible in support of such a couten- 
tion, and it was besides an absolute non 
sequitur, fur the mate had admitted that 
he could not see the sails of the junk 
and had no means of knowing her course.

PIHCH GOODS.—As announced in the last report this was the date arranged for the sepettees of the steamers for Tientsin, but duri 
the interval it has been slightly varied according to the reports received from the North, until to-morrow, the 4th, was nally settled 
for the sailing of the first fight, consisting of no less than nineteen or twenty vessels. There are telegrams’ in. to-day, however, 
announcing strong North-west gale in the Gulf of Pechili, with the Ice still six inches thick at the mouth of the Peiho, and extending 
as far as could be seen, so it appears doubtful whether the steamers will get further than Chefoo before the next Spring tides. They 
are all ready to go, but at the last moment a slight difference of opinion with regard to the pay is reported to have arisen between the 
deck Officers and Agents, which may possibly delay their departure, Meanwhile the goole to be despatched have been rapidly 
accumulating, and the estimate of the quantity now ready for transmission amounts to nearly 50,000 packages, made up of 23,000 bales 
American, 18,000 packages English goods, and some 8,000 bales Bombay Yarn, though the last named would sesm tobe alittle excessive 

‘Natutally this has been a busy week, as far as clearances are concerned, the dealers having very little leisure to attend to fresh 
chases. ‘The few transactions in hard’ cargo have been on about the same lines as before, and although a fair amount of forward 
Business is reported in American goods particulars are kept strictly private, ‘The River trade is still active, but beyond this the demand 
is likely to be very quiet for a week or two until the Tientsin merchants have hada chance of digesting the enormous quantity that is
